Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  my 
Twentieth  Annual  Report. 

Population. — The  figures,  supplied  from  Somerset  House, 
estimated  up  to  the  middle  of  the  year  1925,  give  the  population 
at  9,477  instead  of  last  year’s  9,470.

For  the  first  time  during  my  20  years  of  office,  Small  Pox  was 
notified  in  the  district  which  necessitated  a very  large  amount  of 
extra  work  and  caused  your  officials  much  anxiety.  Ten  cases  were 
notified.  Chicken  Pox  was  again  made  a notifiable  Disease,  and

Nursing. — Nearly  every  village  in  the  district  has  the  services 
of  a District  Nurse,  who  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  County 
Council.  Loddington  and  Thorpe  are,  however,  without  the 
services  of  a Nurse,  which  are  needed  in  these  villages.  The  Local 
Authority  has,  so  far,  not  supplied  any  Nurses,  though  Nurses  for 
Measles  would  be  supplied  if  an  epidemic  of  serious  nature  arose. 

Midwives.  There  are  9 Midwives  practising  in  the  District, 
but  they  are  not  subsidised  by  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

Hospitals  Provided  by  Local  Authority.  Ordinary 
infectious  cases  are  removed  to  Kettering  Joint  Hospital  situated  in 
Kettering  Urban  area.  Small  Pox  cases  are  received  into  a hospital 
in  same  area.  These  Hospitals  are  (proportionately)  supported  by  the 
District  Council. 

Tuberculosis  cases  are  received  into  Rushden  Sanatorium  under 
County  Council  Authority.  There  is  a Tuberculosis  Dispensary 
situated  in  the  Urban  area. 

Maternity  cases  can  be  received  into  Kettering  Union  Infirmary 
but  up  to  the  present  only  necessitous  cases  are  received  here. 
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These  facilities  ought  to  be  more  extensively  used  by  mothers 
from  overcrowded  cottages,  and  by  other  necessitous  poor. 

Homeless  children  could  be  received  into  the  Waifs  and  Strays 
Home,  situated  in  the  Urban  area.  There  are  no  Child  Welfare 
Centres  in  the  District. 

Kettering  General  Hospital  is  constantly  full  and  provides  for 
the  surrounding  districts. 

Ambulance  facilities  are  excellent ; the  Order  of  St.  John  of 
Jerusalem  undertaking  this  work  and  many  thanks  are  due  for 
their  efforts. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

SMALL  POX. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Rural  Council  Small  Pox 
appeared  in  the  District.  The  first  case  occurred  at  Rushton  on 
the  25th  February  and  was  removed  on  the  same  day  to  the  Joint 
Small  Pox  Hospital  in  the  parish  of  Kettering.  All  contacts  in  the 
house  were  immediately  vaccinated  and  watched  during  the  next 
fortnight.  The  house  was  disinfected  and  the  bedding  burnt. 
No  further  case  occurred  in  this  village.  Two  days  later  another 
case  occured  at  the  village  of  Warkton.  She  was  removed  to  the 
hospital  the  same  day,  the  usual  precautions  being  taken  as  at 
Rushton.  There  was  no  other  case  in  this  village.  On  the  14th 
of  March,  however,  a third  outbreak  occured  at  Broughton.  This 
at  first  appeared  to  be  a somewhat  doubtful  case  but  the  man  was 
vaccinated  and  removed  to  the  Small  Pox  Hospital  the  same  day. 
The  vaccination  did  not  take,  and  the  case  developed  into  a typical 
Small  Pox.  The  same  precautions  were  taken  at  Broughton  as 
at  the  other  villages  and  no  further  case  occurred  here.  Then  a 
series  of  cases  were  found  at  Weldon  on  March  21st.  Here  a young 
man  was  found  sitting  surrounded  by  his  family  with  Small  Pox 
well  out  on  him,  he  was  removed  the  same  day  and  all  the  family 
immediately  vaccinated.  A house  to  house  inspection  revealed 
another  case  next  door.  Although  the  father  of  the  first  case  had 
been  vaccinated  on  March  21st  he  developed  Small  Pox  12  days 
later.  In  all  there  were  5 cases  notified  in  this  village.  Large 
numbers  were  vaccinated  ; a house  to  house  inspection  was  carried 
out  in  the  parts  of  the  village  where  cases  occurred  and  leaflets 
were  distributed  amongst  the  inhabitants.  On  March  25th,  Small 
Pox  was  discovered  at  Cranford  St.  Andrews  and  the  usual  pre- 
cautions were  taken,  and  no  further  case  occurred  in  this  village. 
Still  another  village  was  attacked  on  April  10th,  when  a case  occurred 
at  Corby.  No  further  cases  developed  here. 

This  epidemic  was  most  instructive  and  interesting,  as  although 
six  villages  were  attacked,  in  five  of  these  villages  Small  Pox  was 
limited  to  one  case.  This  goes  to  prove  that  Small  Pox,  if  tackled 
vigorously,  is  fairly  easily  kept  under  control.  In  those  five 
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villages  in  which  only  one  case  occurred  the  infection  was  traced 
to  Kettering  where  an  epidemic  was  in  progress  at  the  time.  At 
Weldon  where  there  were  five  cases  it  was  discovered  that  some 
relations  of  the  first  case  suffered  from  Small  Pox  a fortnight  pre- 
viously, but  were  not  sufficiently  ill  to  call  in  a doctor. 

As  Public  Vaccinator  to  the  Kettering  No.  1 District  area, 
it  is  of  importance  to  place  on  record  in  this  report  that  vaccination 
is  a sure  shield  against  Small  Pox,  provided  it  is  carried  out  within 
48  hours  from  the  original  exposure,  and  in  most  cases  will  give 
protection  up  to  the  fourth  day  ; only  one  case  occurring  after 
twelve  days  and  that  case  was  in  the  Rural  District  area.  These 
cases  of  Small  Pox  were  of  a mild  type  as  a general  rule.  There 
were,  however,  two  severe  cases,  one  of  which  died,  the  latter, 
however,  was  suffering  from  another  disease  before  he  contracted 
Small  Pox.  Amongst  other  precautions  taken,  Chicken  Pox  was 
made  notifiable  in  the  district,  and  as  cases  are  still  occurring  as 
near  as  Nottingham  and  Derby,  the  period  of  notification  of  Chicken 
Pox  has  been  extended  so  that  the  disease  is  still  notifiable  when 
this  goes  to  press. 

During  the  whole  of  this  epidemic  a very  great  deal  of  extra 
work  was  placed  on  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Wallis,  who 
carried  out  his  instructions  in  a most  efficient  and  exemplary 
manner  and  his  exertions  went  a very  long  way  to  preventing 
further  spread  of  the  disease. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  whole  of  the  10  cases  that  occurred 
reached  the  hospital  on  the  same  day  on  which  they  were  notified. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

There  has  again  been  a large  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases 
notified  (78);  37  of  which  occurred  at  Corby.  There  was  no 
definite  evidence  of  any  return  cases.  In  certain  places  there  is  a 
reluctance  to  allow  children  to  be  sent  to  the  Fever  Hospital.

A supply 
of  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  kept  at  the  Rural  Council  Offices,  and 
any  practitioner  who  sends  in  for  same  can  use  it  for  necessitous 
cases  free  of  charge.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (MEAT)  REGULATIONS  1924. 

At  the  request  of  the  Council  I went  through  a course  of  Meat 
Inspection  at  the  Metropolitan  Cattle  Market,  Islington,  and  on 
2nd  May  obtained  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute  Certificate  for 
Inspector  of  Meat  and  other  foods.  During  the  nine  months  ending 
31st  December,  1925,  I have  inspected  carcases  as  follows  : — 

Beef.  Veal.  Sheep.  Pigs. 

107  10  195  184 

Five  carcases  of  beef,  one  quarter  of  mutton,  and  six  pigs  were 
condemned  and  voluntarily  destroyed.  It  is  impossible  to  inspect 
all  the  meat  killed  as  most  butchers  kill  the  same  day  and  the 
slaughter  houses  lie  very  far  apart.  There  are  11  slaughter  houses 
in  the  district. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILK  SHOPS. 

I have  inspected  the  dairies  of  the  district  and  found  same  to 
be  satisfactory.  In  two  or  three  cases  where  other  articles  were 
stored,  this  was  remedied  on  receiving  my  verbal  instructions. 
No  case  of  Infectious  Disease  was  traceable  to  the  Milk  supply.

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919. 

During  November,  acting  upon  the  circular  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  my  suggestion,  the  Council  agreed  to  pay  2d.  per 
tail  for  each  rat  destroyed.  This  proved  so  satisfactory  that  the 
Council  agreed  to  pay  Id.  per  rats  tail  in  future  which  continues  to 
work  very  efficiently.  During  the  two  months  to  the  end  of  the 
year  3,500  tails  were  handed  in.  In  this  scheme  the  Councillors 
pay  for  the  tails  in  their  own  parishes  on  certain  nights  and  although 
causing  some  trouble  to  the  Councillors,  their  keenness  for  efficiency 
is  being  well  repaid,  in  the  number  of  rats  killed.

Veterinary  Inspector’s  Annual  Report. 


Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  report  that  during  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
1925,  I have  made  inspections  and  re-inspections  of  premises  in 
the  occupation  of  registered  cowkeepers,  to  the  number  of  316,  and 
of  all  cows  contributing  to  the  public  milk  supply  to  the  number 
of  3685. 

Depending  on  the  sanitary  conditions  met  with,  and  the 
health  of  the  milk  producing  cows,  the  results  are  classified  under 
three  headings,  viz.,  Classes  A,  B and  C. 

Class  A are  those  in  which  the  general  sanitary  conditions 
have  been  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  the  health  of  the  cows 
normal. 

Class  B are  those  in  which  some  minor  defects  have  been 
found,  either  as  regards  the  sanitary  state  of  the  sheds  or  the  health 
of  the  animals. 

Class  C are  those  in  which  sanitation  is  unsatisfactory  or 
bad,  or  in  which  cows  have  been  found  to  be  giving  milk  likely  to 
be  harmful  to  consumers. 

Classified  in  this  way  the  results  are  as  follows  : — 

Class  A 185  sheds  containing  2403  cows. 

„ B 114  „ „ 1196  „ 

„ C 17  „ „ 86  „ 


Total  316  3685 


In  regard  to  the  cases  in  Class  C,  the  main  objectionable 
features  were  : — unsatisfactory  drainage,  dirty  and  ill-kept  sheds, 
the  use  of  insufficient  litter,  accumulations  of  manure,  and  neglect 
of  limewashing. 

In  all  these  cases  a notice  to  terminate  the  nuisance  was  served 
on  the  occupier  followed  by  a further  visit  to  see  that  the  notice 
had  been  complied  with. 

Since  my  last  annual  report  the  Tuberculosis  Order  (1925), 
which  was  suspended  during  the  war,  has  been  reintroduced,  and 
by  its  provisions  notification  of  certain  forms  or  degrees  of  Tuber- 
culosis amongst  bovine  animals  has  been  made  compulsory. 
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The  specified  categories  of  Tuberculosis  which  may  be  dealt 
with  under  the  Order  are  three  in  number,  viz.  : — 

1.  Tuberculous  emaciation. 

2.  Tubercular  diseases  of  the  udder,  or  a cow  giving  tubercular 

milk. 

3.  Chronic  cough  and  other  definite  signs  of  Tuberculosis. 

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Order  aims  only  at  the 
destruction  of  the  more  pronounced  or  advanced  forms  of  Tuber- 
culosis and  takes  no  cognizance  of  any  phase  of  the  disease  unless  it 
comes  under  one  of  the  three  headings. 

All  bovine  animals  which  are  found  to  be  so  affected  are  valued 
and  slaughtered,  some  compensation  being  payable  to  the  owner, 
the  amount  of  which  depends  on  the  extent  of  the  disease  as  re- 
vealed post  mortem.  The  Order  came  into  operation  on  1st 
September  last,  and  within  the  area  of  the  Joint  Committee  fourteen 
dairy  cows  or  heifers  have  been  slaughtered  as  suffering  from  one 
or  other  of  the  specified  forms  of  the  disease.
